This w as about 4 20 p. rn. and in 
order to give Dr. Sw eetsir the o p portun­ 
ity to report the ease he w as ti lephoned 
at his house, but w as not In. Dr. Living­ 
ston the.I decided to retu rn to the house 
and w as told that he would find some in 
at the office as late a s 7 p. rn. to receive 
Jus cultures. 
W hen he called at the house between 
and 6 p. rn., he found 
Dr. Sw eetsir 
there anti he learned th a t in the m ean­ 
tim e lur. P a te n a ode had been sum m oned 
and diagnosed the m alady as diphtheria 
and had adm inistered the anti-toxin.

Agent K napp not only did not order a 
physician to inject 15on units of a n ti-toxin 
into I he child, but he never during the 
last five years has ordered any physician 
to inject O N E unit into anybody. 
It is u n tru e th a t an y culture from the 
throat ot the Cohen child proved n ega­ 
tive, and it is also untrue th at the p h y ­ 
sician sent to tak e tile culture did not 
think th e case w as diphtheria and so re* 
ported to him. 
Tile health dep artm en t had absolutely 
nothing to do with the taking of cultures 
or t i c injection of anti-toxin in 
this 
case. lf either or both were done it w as 
ny a reputable physician on ills own re­ 
sponsibility in the endeavor to save Hie 
life of a child twelve hours before death 
and th ere tins never been received at 
this offue any notification th at a culture 
was taken by an y one, and it is hard to

He said: "Cuba is now 
Independent and I can see no reason for 
sending this constitution to the United 
States for acceptance. Tile Cilia *1 S.ates 
government has no right to pass upon It 
tor it u distinctly Cuba*, dor intent and 
was drawn up by this convention which 
has assumed the responsibility of estab­ 
lishing the republic.” 
Several delegates crowded around him 
ain! endeavored to dissuade him from I.is 
course, hut he was immovable. As the 
delegates ret ired Senor Tamayo remark­ 
ed: "W e ar** all Cubans. Senor." and 
Senor Cisneros replied.

Courtney telephoned ami learn­ 
ed th a t though the w om an was sent 
to her hom e in Canada in 1S9&, sin- re­ 
turned to this city in 189s, and on Oct. 
5 w as com m ittee^ to th e insane ward 
of the sta te alm shouse, w hile the boy 
h ts lived around w ith fa m ilies in L it­ 
tle C an ada ainee that time. 
Ile had hardly left the office when 
youth about 16 years o f ag - entered 
and ask ed the secretary to send him 
to hill hom e in Rockland, Me. 
He said 
he had a m other and brothers th em 
but the p late was too sm all and he 
am e to the city hist fall, like m any 
before him, expecting to find greater 
opportunities than were afforded him 
at home. 
Like m a n y of the others, too. he had 
aged the b a t:Ie u n su ccessfu lly and, 
hungry, ill and poorly clothed he would 
gladly accept his car fare to the old 
home.
